Veterans  Number  85 
Under  G.  I.  Program 

This  year  NWMSC  has  85 
veterans  enrolled  under  PL  550 
according  to  the  files  of  the 
registrar’s  office. 

Twenty-one  Korean  conflict 
veterans  were  enrolled  during 
the  fall  semester  of  1952.  This 
was  the  lowest  number  of  reg¬ 
istered  veterans  during  the  10 
year  period  from  1950  to  1960. 

The  reason  for  this  was  that 
most  eligible  G.I.’s  had  not  re¬ 
ceived  their  discharges  as  of 
1952.  Those  who  could  take  ad¬ 
vantage  of  the  G.  I.  Bill  were 
veterans  who  served  in  active 
duty  during  the  period  from 
June  27,  1950,  to  January  31, 
1955. 

The  number  of  veterans  en¬ 
rolled  under  this  government 
issue  gradually  increased  un¬ 
til  it  reached  its  1956  peak  of 
292.  Since  that  year  it  has 
steadily  dropped  to  the  present 
figure  of  85  in  the  1960  fall 
semester.
